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MR. LAABS IS ANGRY 


lAlderman A. W. Laabs is in«ensed be- 


cause the^Post-Crescent, in its news col- 
umns last Saturday said that, at least 
three aldermen hare decided they ivill no 
longer support a bridge at Cherry street 
and predicted that a bridge •would not 
be built at that point this year or in the 
immediate future. Mr. Laabs was so in- 
censed that he /wrote an article censuring 
the obstreperous newspaper for its ait- 
dacity to print the news. He takes the 
newspaper to task for giving £'the im- 
pression tliat the bridge matter is settled 
and that no bridge would be built at 
Cherry street this year." He also ques- 
tions the authority of the Post-Crescent 
to print the story. 


Mr. Laabs knows that the information 


contained in the story is- correct, but he 
resents publication of it. It would have 
pleased him. much, more if The Post-Cres- 
cent had gone to Mr. Laabs, placed the 
information that it had before him and 
asked permission to print it. 
But this 


newspaper couldn't see any reason for 
waiting until the n<?xt council meeting to 
give its readers information which it had 
and which it knew the readers would be 
interested 'in. The news story had no ef- 
fect on the building of the bridge. The 
stow Described a conclusion that a ma- 
jority of aldermen had reached and pub- 
lication of this conclusion will not influ- 
ence their vote at a formal meeting. The 
"authority" of the Post-Crescent to print 
the news when it is news is its mission to 
tell its readers what is going on in their 
city. 


Mr. Laabs' tacit admission that it is 


impossible to build Abridges unless the 
money to pay for them is at hand, and his 
suggestion for overcoming that difficulty 
is interesting and illuminating. His sug- 
gestion that $90,000 be taken from the 
general fund and placed in the bridge 
fund, thereby compelling the city to bor- 
row money to pay its general expenses, 
indicates that the alderman is searching 
frantically for a prop that will hold up 
the structure which he has erected with 
much care and finesse. 


Mr. Laabs concludes his highly enter- 


taining article with a summary of condi- 
tions" as he sees them. His final obser- 
vation is that "thc-finances of, the city 
never were and never will be in any b.et- 
ter condition than they are at the pres- 
ent time to undertake the work" 'of build- 
ing bridges. "We regret to see Mr. Laabs 
essay the role of prophet. We don't be- 
lieve he can qualify as a seer. If he pos- 
sesses "flic power to look into the future 
and see Avhat Appleton's financial condi- 
tion will be ten. fifteen or twenty years 
hence we are surprised that lie didn't 
take a good look before he embarked on 
the present bridge program so he could 
chart his course to avoid the shoals and 
breakers that ngw threaten his ship. 


Mr. Laabs is in a jam and he knows it. 


He is angry because his predicament was 
presented to tho public before he could 
find a plausible way out. The Post-Cres- 
cent regrets that the alderman is not kind- 
ly disposed toward the publicity the 
bridge matter has received but it has no 
regrets for printing the facts as they de- 
veloped. 


CHICAGO VS. THE GREAT LAKES 


The diversion of watet from Lake 


Michigan by Chicago presents an issue 
that sooner or later must result in a test 
between interests that"are practically na- 
tional in scope and interests local to 
that city. Certain of the lake states are 
engaged in an effort to restrain by court 
action the city of Chicago from taking the 
quantity of water it is now taking for its 
so called drainage canal. Tt is estimated 
that the loss to lake shipping caused by 
lowering the water level is $750,000 an- 
anally for each inch of reduction. 
Ac- 


cording to John G. 1). Slack, chief en- 
gineer of the state of Wisconsin, the lake 
levels have already been reduced approx- 
imately one-half foot by the diversion of 
water at Chicago. He assorts, and there 
is ample engineering authority to sustain 
him. that the amount o£ water diverted in 
cubic feet per second is grossly in excess 
o£ that required for cither drainage or 
navigation. 


The facts are these: One thousand cu- 


bic feet per second would be sufficient for 
the needs of the greatest probable com- 
merce of the proposed lakes-to-the-guK 
waterway. The war department has per- 
mitted the sanitary district of Chicago to 
divert as much as 4,000 cubic feet of wa- 
ter, 
while it is actually diverting an av- 


erage of from eight to ten thousand cubic 
feet. None of this diversion in excess of 
that required for navigation, or one thou- 
sand cubic feet per second, would be re- 
quired if Chicago were forced to go to the 
expense of erecting a modern and ade- 
quate sewage disposal plant. The city 
of Milwaukee is creating such a plant at a 
cost of $12.000.000. 
If it can afford 


this to avoid polluting the lake,_ Chicago 
can afford a much larger sum to stop in- 
juring lake navigation. The question is 
whether Chicago is to be permitted to 
use lake water in a quantity that is cost- 
ing navigation on the Great lakes $4.- 
500.000 annually as a makeshift for its 
present 
antiquated 
sewage 
disposal 


sewerage system. 


The cost of deepening and maintaining 


Great lakes harbors, and the cost of 
building the great canals and locks at the 
Soo.Tuns far into the tens of millions, and 
their value to the country, and particu- 
larly to that vast territory served by the 
Great lakes, depends upon the water lev- 
els a\ailable for the navigation of ves- 
sels. 


It is obvious that it would be a funda- 


mental economic mistake, damaging to 
millions of people, to many cities and 
towns, to vast shipping interests and in 
fact to the national welfare, to reduce 
the lake level^a single inch below -what 
might be justified in the creation of sup- 
plementary navigation like that proposed 
from the lakes to the gulf. Nothing could 
justify the diversion of a large volume of 
water from the lakes to enable Chicago 
to evade the $xpcndittire of money for its 
requirements of health and sanitation. If 
these requirements could be provided Jor 
in no other way then the use of lake wa- 
ter might be tolerated, but when they can 
be its use becomes misuse and is intoler- 
able to the vastly greater interests in- 
volved. 


Governor Elaine seems to have taken 


an easy and complacent view of lake wa- 
ter "steal" by the city of Chicago. *He 
seems to have been misled into an atti- 
tude of sympathy toward Chicago's side 
of the case as indicated by the fact that 
he favors abandoning the court action 
against that city. Whether Chicago*s al- 
lowed to continue its impairment of lake 
navigation will depend upon whether it or 
the interests adversely affected put up the 
better fight. Wisconsin should certainly 
join in that fight in opposition to Chicago, 
and should go the limit in making it 
effective.

general idea of the relative values of 
the better known classes of fox skins,

of Siberia, Canada and Alaska. Then, 
the silver fox, also found in the same 
places, In Greenland and the northern 
parts of the United States as well:

yet a clerk in a time which corres- 
ponds to about two weeks but that 
you can lay a very good foundation in 
that time is the opinion of Appleton 
merchants who have tooperated in 


this year,' All the merchants who 
have used students froni the sales 
manship course in their stores are 
convinced that the store training for 
the students is a valuable thing- and 
they ar« glad to cooperate with the 
high school. 
1 
The salesmanship class was estab- 


lished at Appleeton high school in the 
fall. It was an experiment in cooper- 
ation 
and 
in 
the 
combination of 


theory and practice. From all reports 
it proved a favorable experiment and 
it is being- continued. The class work 
in salesmanship was 
given to the 


students in the commercial 
depart- 


ment of Appleton high school. This 
work was organized by Miss Decima 
Salisbury and was carried on by Miss 
Dorothy Gregory. 


ASSIGNED TO STORES 


As soon as the s-tudents began their 


work in the classroom, they 
were 


placed in the stores with merchants 
•who were willing to pay the minimum 
wage schedule for the work these stu- 
dents could do two days a week after 
school. The students were then given 
an opportunity to do various kinds 
of work from selling 'to the trade to 
marking the stock and learning little 
inside details of merchandizing. 
^Most of the merchants who cooper- 
ated with the high school felt that the 
roiirse should be continued through- 
out the year in order that the stu- 
dents might go further into the prob- 
lems of selling. "What the merchants 
found in the semester during which 
they worked with tho high school stu- 
dents was that they 
could discover 


persons who- took raadily to selling 
and to their line of worlc in the few 
hours a week which

and many of them told of little details 
which the students mastered and stiK- 
prestions which thev had made that 
wero really worth while.
